Considerable Comment Made 
on New Agency Agreement 





Companies Are Concerned Over 
the Unexpected Opposition of 
the Producers to the Draft 





NEW YORK.—Insofar as fire and 
casualty company officials allow them- 
selves to become excited during these 
dog days they are not a little agitated 
over the opposition to the new form of 
agency contracts manifested by the 
National Association of Insurance 
Agents and by several state agents as- 
sociations. A large majority of the fire 
companies following the recommenda- 
tion of J. H. Doyle, general counsel of 
the National Board, adopted the con- 
tract form of the fire campanies of the 
America Fore group which had been 
approved by the revenue authorities at 
Washington and mailed these to their 
local representatives. 

The casualty companies have prepared 
a form af agreement for general agents 
though it has not yet been sent out for 
signature. Some of the casualty com- 
panies use the same form of contract 
for lacal as well as general agents while 
others use slightly different type for the 
two classes of representatives. Company 
officials maintain that the form of con- 
tract sanctioned by the revenue depart- 
ment does nat differ from agreements 
previously in force in any essential re- 
spect and is in fact more liberal in its 
provisions as affecting the agents. Hence 
their failure to understand why any lo- 
cal representative should object- to its 
acceptance. <A draft of cantract for 
general fire agents is in preparation and 
should be ready for general submission 
in the near future. 


UPHELD IN MISSISSIPPI 


The Unemployment 
Commission of Mississippi has ruled that 
“if agents of other fire and casualty in- 
surance companies solicit business under 
contracts similar to those of the Conti- 
nental Insurance Company and the Fi- 
delity & Casualty Co. of New York and 
under conditions set forth above, such 
agents are likewise not employes of the 
companies within the meaning of the un- 
employment compensation law.” 





Wilson, Bair in Washington 

WASHINGTON, D. C—W. Owen 
Wilson of Richmond, president National 
Association of Insurance Agents, and 
K, H. Bair, Greensburg, Pa., past presi- 
dent, conferred in Washington with 
government officials as to insurance re- 
quirements for coverage on Rural Ad- 
ministration and Rural Electrical Ad- 
ministration projects with a view of get- 
ting stock interests in on the deals.

General of Seattle Is to 
Get License in Michigan 





Provision Is Made, However, in 
the Compromise, That It Must 
Write at Tariff Rates 


LANSING, MICH.—The General of 
Seattle lost a skirmish in federal dis- 
trict court at Detroit but won a com- 
promise fram the Michigan department 
which will result in restoration of its li- 
cense ta write strictly at manual rates. 

Federal Judge Moinet, on motion of 
the attorney general, dismissed the com- 
pany’s petitian for a declaratory judg- 
ment asserting its right to renewal of 
its license and directing Commissioner 
Gauss to restore its authorization. The 
dismissal, however, was on the condi- 
tional basis that the main issue pre- 
sented, that af a claimed excessively 
broad corporate charter, be argued in 
connection with the earlier litigation 
pending in the same court in which the 
General is seeking to force the Michigan 
department to reapprove a 20 percent 
fire deviation. 

Assistant Attorney General Panchuk 
explained, however, that he did not wish 
to make the scope of the General’s char- 
ter a leading issue in the deviation suit, 
having his doubts as to whether the de- 
partment could maintain its position an 
this ground. He has learned, he said, 
that the General’s corporate articles 
already have been formally modified to 
eliminate provision for writing of cer- 
tain casualty lines, expressly forbidden 
fire companies writing in Michigan. 
There is no express prohibition in the 
Michigan statutes, he pointed out, 
against the writing of participating busi- 
ness by stack companies, the other 
power allowed the General in its Wash- 
ington charter which exceeds the powers 
permitted fire companies incorporated 
in this state. 

In view of this feared weakness in the 
department’s position, an agreement was 
reached, Mr. Panchuk said, under which 
Commissioner Gauss will renew the 
General’s license, a specific provision 
of the authorization being, however, that 
the company will adhere strictly to 
manual fire rates as promulgated by the 
Michigan Inspection Bureau. 





Finance Company Report to 
Be Made to Commissioners 





Local agents will be much interested 
in the report that a special committee of 
the National Association of Insurance 
Commissioners is supposed to give at 
the December meeting concerning the 
operations of finance companies. Mc- 
Cormack of Tennessee is chairman of 
that committee, the other members being 
Bowen of Ohia and Blackall of Con- 
necticut. 

Commissioner McCormack made the 
request for the appointment of such a 
committee. He desires that an investi- 
gation be made and recommendations 
be submitted at the December meeting 
for uniform policy pertaining to finance 
companies that would allow the commis- 
sioners to enforce the laws of the various 
States and that would also be fair and 
on a sound and equitable basis to the 
finance companies.

Draft New Constitution for 
Boston Board; Many Changes 


BOSTON.—A new constitution and 
by-laws for the Boston Board of Fire 
Underwriters, which presents some very 
radical changes in its makeup and oper- 
ation, is being prepared by a sub-com- 
mittee of the executive committee and 
may be presented for action at the next 
meeting, Sept. 14. 

Unusual interest attaches to the pro- 
posal in view of the fact that the Eastern 
Underwriters’ Union so recently voted 
to take over the board and merge it 
with the New England Insurance Ex- 
change and the Providence Board in the 
proposed New England Fire Insurance 
Rating Association. Not since the ac- 
tion of the Boston E.U.A. committee, 
however, has the Boston Board officially 
received any communication regarding 
its action from the committee. It is 
understood that both the E.U.A. coni- 
mittee and the Boston Board have de- 
cided to employ counsel to determine 
what powers and rights each organiza- 
tion has in the matter. 

While nothing has been given out 
relative to the proposed new constitution 
and by-laws of the board, it is known 
that it provides a “weighted ballot” in 
the voting power of the members, giving 
the larger agencies greater representa- 
tion, based on the Boston Protective De- 
partment fire premium returns. This 
feature has been strongly criticised and 
apparently is not meeting very general 
favor. 

The total membership of the board 
would be reduced from its present voting 
strength of 72 members and more 
stringent requirements for membership 
would he required. It has been felt for 
some time that the board had too many 
members, especially of the broker classi- 
fication. Companies which have not 
been able to place agents in the city 


have resorted to membership in the 
board through brokers and there has 
been dissatisfaction with this arrange- 


ment. If the new plan goes into effect 
there will be no cutting down of the 
membership arbitrarily, but those drop- 
ping out would not be replaced. 

The first draft was read and discussed 
somewhat at the meeting last week and 
there was a frank expression of opinion 
on many of its features. In general, it is 
conceded that the new plan will make 
the board stronger and more effective.

Premium Financing Aids in 
Selling Broader Coverage 


First Bancredit Executives 
Speak at Minnesota and Wash- 
ington Meetings 


Insurance premium financing was ex- 
plained in two talks by executives of the 
First Bancredit Corporation of St. Paul. 
A. F. Soucheray, Jr., vice-president, St. 
Paul, spoke before the Minnesota As- 
sociation of Insurance Agents and E. E. 
Hemingway, manager, San Francisco, 
spoke at the Washington association 
meeting. Two associations as far re- 
moved geographically having speakers 
on the same subject was a significant 
indication of the interest of local agents 
in this new aspect of the business. 

Premium financing plans place an 
agent on the same competitive basis as 
distributors of automobiles, refrigerators, 
radios and countless other articles which 
fight for a share of the consumer’s dol- 
lar, simplify the agents’ collection prob- 
lems, enable assured to take advantage 
of term savings and yet avoid tying up 
too much capital, and, from a production 
viewpoint, give the agent an opportunity 
to increase insurance to keep step with 
rising values without overcoming sales 
resistance to increased premiums. 


Creates New Business 


The latter point, both speakers main- 
tained, has been overlooked in financ- 
ing discussions. Actual experience of 
agents who have used the plan indicates 
that both increases in amounts of insur- 
ance and sales of other coverages which 
the assured should have, such as riot and 
civil commotion, use and occupancy, 
supplemental contract, etc., are accom- 
plished with the aid of premium financ- 
ing in many cases where it was difficult 
or impossible otherwise. 

The best way to handle a financing 
plan is to let every client know that it is 
available, said the speakers. Despite 
the strong personal nature of insurance 
selling, few agents can be absolutely 
sure whether a customer can or cannot

Desires 1938 Agents’ Conven- 
tion to Be Held in St. Paul— 
Resolutions Adopted 





At the annual meeting of the Minne- 
sota Association of Insurance Agents it 
was unanimously decided to back the 
St. Paul Insurance Exchange in its 
effort to secure the 1938 annual meeting 
of the National Association of Insurance 
Agents. It is foregone conclusion that 
C. F. Liscomb of Duluth, now chairman 
National executive committee, will be 
elected president at the forthcoming 
Dallas meeting and hence it will be very 
appropriate to have next year’s conven- 
tion in his home state. Some of the 
resolutions passed were: 

RESOLVED, That as a result of the 
canvass of the annual meeting of the 
Minnesota Association of Insurance 
Agents, after careful consideration it is 
the consensus of opinion that the restric- 
tions imposed as a result of the partial 
enactment of the inland marine defini- 
tion, the insuring public is being de- 
prived of certain various coverages, not 
obtainable for them through any other 
type of contract than inland marine, and 
the point was made that the rescinding 
of that portion of the inland marine defi- 
nition would be of material benefit to 
the insuring public as a whole. 


Automobile Liability Policy 


“We urge continued support by our 
national councillor in the effort of the 
national councillors committee for mid- 
western territory to secure a clarification 
and broadening of the standard automo- 
bile liability policy to overcome the oh- 
jections now so frequently expressed in 
the press and to partially reduce compe- 
tition of substandard carriers giving our 
assured the protection they need and 
expect, which should include: (1) Drive 
other car coverage, (2) occasional use 
of trailer, (3) a fixed minimum age limit 
for driver regardless of statute or ordi- 
nance, (4) refining the “driving passen- 
gers for a consideration” clause to pro- 
hibit only definite livery use, (5) no limit 
of liability per accident or person. 

“We recommend that they also attempt 
to secure the elimination of the electri- 
cal exception clause from standard fire 
policies. 

“We recommend that our executive 
committee investigate the advisability of 
enforcing the present graduated scale of 
dues and if found that adherence to this

Is Now in the Toils 


Carl D. Stowell, formerly head 
of the Stowell Insurance Agency 
of Kansas City, Mo., who has 
been fleecing insurance men all 
over the country by having bogus 
checks cashed on a bank in Kan- 
sas City that no longer exists, has 
finally gotten into the toils. Re- 
cently he has been stopping at the 
Sheridan Plaza Hotel in Chicago 
and his activities have been di- 
verted from insurance to retail 
merchants in the suburbs. He 
was caught at Hinsdale, IIl., and 
is now in the bastile at Wheaton. 
He has been signing his checks 
recently, “Willard Rider.” Stowell 
cashed bogus checks with Evans- 
ton, Ill., merchants. He singled 
out usually chain grocery stores. 
Stowell was able to deceive local 
agents because he would talk very 
glibly and intimately to them 
about their companies, their offi- 
cials and managers. He would go 
to those agents that represented 
companies concerning which ke 
was well acquainted and had con- 
siderable knowledge of their offi- 
cials. Agents, therefore, were 
thrown off their guard because 
this man revealed so much knowl- 
edge not only about insurance but 
some of the dignitaries in the 
business.

Lloyds Tries New Scheme 


The United States Department of 
Commerce has given publicity to a plan 
that is being tried in England by Lon- 
don Lloyds for the benefit of used car 
dealers. If a car passes the inspection 
of a Lloyds engineer, the dealer is au- 
thorized to offer insurance to purchasers 
covering the entire cost of repairing any 
electrical or mechanical defects occur- 
ring within six months of the purchase. 
There is a $12.50 deductible. The policy 
covers the cost of transporting passen- 
gers in the disabled car to the nearest 
railway station and towing of the car to 
the nearest repair statian. 

The cost of the inspection is $3.75 and 
the certificates issued to dealers are valid 
for three months. There is provision for 
reinspection of the car if not disposed 
of within that period.

dulged in. The plant in question made 
clear that it had an insurable interest, 
in that should employes refuse to con- 
tinue working while liquids used in the 
makeup of material were flowing through 
pipes, grave damage would result. 
Agreeing that the hazard was a legiti- 
mate one, the fire company approached 
decided to issue the desired cover.

LOOK FOR MARKET UPTURN 

Investment brokers for the most part 
look for an upturn in the market by the 
middle af September.

While some concerns 
show decreased earnings in their second 
quarter, stock brokers say that the third 
quarter report will evince a more healthy 
condition.

The gener- | 
ally accepted theory is that the informa- | 
tion is sought in order that the superin- 
tendent may satisfy himself as to the 
genuineness and extent of reputed viola- 
tions.

Keep St. Louis at Home 


WE HAVE read during the last couple 
of weeks that two issues of great im- 
portance will probably come before the 
annual meeting of the NATIONAL ASSOCIA- 
TION OF INSURANCE AGENTS at Dallas, one 
being the agency contract with companies, 
a revision being thought necessary on ac- 
count of the federal act so that there can 
be no doubt that agents are not employes 
of companies, and, secondly, the schism 
that has arisen in the St. Louis board over 
the MarsH & McLennan episode. 

We agree that the agency contract is of 
importance and it is a question with which 
the Nationa AssocIATION OF INSURANCE 
AGENTs has full righi to deal. Every agent 
is interested in the contract that is sub- 
mitted to him and the companies, of 
course, are deeply concerned, That is an 
issue of real importance that has a na- 
tional aspect and pertains to every local 
agent. 

We deeply regret to see any suggestion 
that the St. Louis imbroglio be in any 
way referred to or appealed to the 
NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF INSURANCE 
AGENTS. This has nothing to do with the 
enforcement of the in-and-out rule at 
St. Louis, but is unfortunately and un- 
appropriately linked up with its enforce- 


ment. That rule is consistent and logical. 
The effort of the St. Louts Fire Unper- 
WRITERS ASSOCIATION to link the in-and- 
out rule with the conflict with Marsu & 
McLENNAN, a national insurance house, 
inopportune. Companies in gen- 
eral recognize the justice of the in-and- 
out rule. They may differ very much as 
to injecting MarsH & McLENNAN into a 
local controversy and attempting to stand- 
ardize any course to be used the country 
over. It is to be hoped, therefore, that 
the Marsh & McLENNAN issue so far as 
St. Louis is concerned, will not get beyond 
the bounds of St. Louis county. It is 
purely and simply a local issue. 

MarsH & McLenNAN operate in a 
number of cities. Local boards are dealing 
with the non-resident broker issue in va- 
rious ways. What the St. Louis agents 
desire to do probably would have a very 
disastrous effect at Detroit, St. Paul or 
elsewhere. The NationaL ASSOCIATION 
or INsuRANCE AGENTS is concerned with 
purely national problems and questions in 
which every agent is interested. While 
speaking from a broad gauged standpoint 
local agents may deplore the inroads of 
non-resident brokers, yet with our eco- 
nomic system we might as well try to dam

The rights of the local people 
have been safeguarded as far as possible, 
In every city there are differences in local 
board set up and in the sentiment of 
agents. In questions of that character the 
local agents themselves should be the final 
authority and purely parochial matters 
should not be aired in the councils of the

Seven Months Fire Losses 
Are Compared with Those 
of Two Previous Years 





NEW YORK.—Though the fire 
lasses of the country in July, as reported 
by the National Board, were 1.5 per- 
cent greater than for the preceding 
month, they were 11.4 less than for July, 
1936. Last month’s figures aggregate 
$19,812,485, compared with $19,524,765 
in June, and $22,537,020 in July, 1936. 
Inclusion of the July figures increases 
to $170,482,729 the total fire loss far the 
first seven months of this year, a de- 
crease of $7,365,223 from the like period 
of 1936, though greater by $14,728,479 
than they were in the comparable months 
of 1935.

New Teeth Put in 
Responsibility Law 
in New Hampshire 





Suspension of License Com- 
pulsory After First Unset- 
tled Claim 





CONCORD, N. H.—Suspension of 
license and of car registration after the 
first unsettled claim against the driver 
will be the rule in New Hampshire 
under the reinforced financial responsi- 
bility law which becomes effective Sept. 
1. The new measure provides that the 
commissioner of motor vehicles must, 
not may, immediately suspend the 
license of the owner or operator of a 
car involved in any accident where there 
is injury, or property damage of $25 or 
over, unless the owner or operator can 
show proof of financial responsibility, 
sufficient to meet the damage claim. All 
such accidents must be reported imme- 
diately to the registrar by the persons 
involved and the suspension of the oper- 
ator’s license applies also to the regis- 
tration of the car, and the car itself may 
not again be operated until the revoca- 
tion of the registration is lifted. Nor 
can the offending operator drive any 
other car. Even the sale of the car does 
not lift the revocation of registration. 
It makes no difference whether the per- 
son is responsible for the accident or 
not, just so long as he is involved. The 
act affects all parties involved in an 
accident and suspensions and revoca- 
tions stand for all concerned until judg- 
ments are settled or financial responsi- 
bility shown. 


Extends Outside State 


The law extends to New Hampshire 
operators and their cars which may be 
involved in accidents outside of the state. 
If known to have been convicted of vio- 
lations of automobile laws, or subjected 
to unsettled judgments, outside the 
state, licenses and registrations will be 
taken away the same as if the offense 
had been committed within the confines 
of New Hampshire. 

Upon this drastic feature of the new 
law rests the belief that it will have 
great value as an accident prevention 
measure. Realization that licenses and 
registrations will be immediately re- 
voked in case of an accident, and that 
all accidents must be reported immedi- 
ately, will, it is believed, cause great care 
in the operation of cars in the Granite 
State. 

It is believed that the new law will 
distribute the cost of security among 
the car owners more widely and fairly 
and that it will tend more definitely to 
eliminate, by rejection or cancellation, 
the bad drivers and accident repeaters 
on the road. Without doubt the act will 
tend to induce car owners to take out 
insurance in advance to avoid the penal- 
ties and inconveniences of the conse- 
quences of violations. The limits called 
for are $5,000/$10,000 bond, or policy of

The Illinois insurance department has | 
already called to account some com- | 
panies that have written fictitious auto- 
mobile fleet business since July 1, when 
the new Illinois insurance code went 
into effect.

One section of that article gives the 
companies 90 days from the effective 
date of the code, July 1, to comply, 
but the insurance department takes the 
position and has gotten a supporting 
opinion from the attorney-general that 
the grace period applies only to the pro- 
vision for filing rates, rules and regula- 
tions. It does not apply to the writing 
of fictitious fleets. Such business was 
outlawed as of the effective date of the 
code. 

Executives of those companies that 
have been spoken to by the department 
have explained that they thought the 
90-day grace period applied to all pro- 
visions of the code. 





Spouse May Sue in N. Y. 


Attorneys in New York are interested 
in the new law in that state becoming 
effective Sept. 1, whereunder either 
spouse may sue the ather for injuries 
caused by negligence. Heretofore the 
common law of New York forbade ac- 
tions for negligence by husband or wife 
against each other. 

There is a law in New York exempt- 
ing insurance companies for liability in 
connection with claims of one spouse 
against another, unless the policy spe- 
cifically provides such coverage. It is 
unlikely that there will be many claims 
of ane spouse against another where an 
insurance company would not pay the 
claim. 








insurance, or deposit, to meet personal 
liability claims, and $1,000 for property 
damage. 

Under certain conditions the license 
and registration may be renewed when 
judgments are paid on a partial payment 
plan. A discharge in bankruptcy shali 
not relieve the judgment debtor from 
any of the requirements of the act, but 
the commissioner may renew a license 
or registration if an aggrieved or injured 
person fails to bring suit within one year 
of the date of an accident. 


Applies to Non-Residents 


The law applies to non-residents in 
that no non-resident may operate a car 
in the state if he has failed to satisfy a 
judgment found in the state, and such 
car cannot be operated in the state, if 
there is a failure to show financial re- 
sponsibility following an accident in the 
state, in which the car is involved. 

The new policies and endorsements 
to be issued by the companies under the 
new act must meet with the approval 
of the insurance commissioner and no 
other policies shall be issued or deliv- 
ered in the state by any company.

New York State passed a law 
last winter entitled “Placement and Un- 
employment Insurance” which provides 
that all employers shall pay to the state 
3 percent of the payroll to cover unem- 
ployment. It is part of the sacial se- 
curity scheme of the federal government. 
Companies are contending that an agent 
who works strictly on a commission ba- 
sis is not an emplaye but is an inde- 
pendent contractor, and that the com- 
panies, therefore, shauld not be obligated 
to contribute to the state for this class 
of employment. 





Pennsylvania Truckmen’s Troubles 


Truckmen in Pennsylvania continue 
to have difficulty in getting insurance. 
Until about three months ago a great 
many of them took care of their insur- 
ance requirements through Pennsylvania 
Motor Carriers Association, which was 
operated by Frizzell & Co. of Philadel- 
phia. This was more or less of a mutual 
grauping of risks, the individuals being 
protected by a joint excess contract. 
The cost to the trucker was about 40 
percent below manual.

‘Chief Functions of 


Casualty Bodies 





In a Talk Before Minnesota 
Agents He Speaks of the 
Fictitious Fleet Situation 





William Leslie of New York City, 


& Surety Underwriters, in his talk 
the Minnesota Association of 
Insurance Agents at Duluth described 
the functions of various organizations in 
the casualty field, viz., the bureau he 
directs, the Association of Casualty & 
Surety Executives, the National Counc! 
on Compensation Insurance, the Bureau 
of Personal Accident & Health Under- 
writers, and the Towner Rating Bureau. 

He explained in detail how rates on 
automobile coverages are determined. 
He said that they are based on the 
experiences of many carriers, which re- 
port to the National Bureau. He stated 
that classification of automobiles in 
accordance to make and model (W, X 
and Y) had virtually ceased to be a 
factor in the determination of rates, 
because the differences in the automo- 
biles manufactured today are such as 


to enter less and less into experience. 


Fictitious Fleet Situation 


Mr. Leslie recalled the fictitious fleet 
situation when George W. Wells was 
insurance commissioner of Minnesota. 
He related that Mr. Wells told the in- 
volved casualty carriers to clean house 
or he (Mr. Wells) would ask the legis- 
lature to do something about it. The 
ultimatum brought an immediate re- 
sponse and all the companies entered 
into an agreement. “For a time the 
situation was satisfactory,” Mr. Leslie 
said. “Then came adjustments in rates. 
A number of companies withdrew from 
the conference which weakened it and 
diminished its usefulness. Today the 
conference is only a shadow. Many 
companies now deviate in their rates and 
the result is improper competition. 
Something must be done to correct the 
situation.” 


Retrospective Rating Plan 


Mr. Leslie stated that stock casualty 
companies which write workmen’s com- 
pensation insurance have worked out a 
satisfactory retrospective rating plan. 
“On Aug. 11 it was presented to the 
Minnesota Compensation Rating Bureau 
and the vote on its adoption was a tie. 
(The two representatives of mutual car- 
riers voted in opposition to the retro- 
spective rating plan and the two repre- 
sentatives of capital stock companies 
voted in the affirmative.) The plan is 
now before the board to dissolve the tie 
vote. I am hopeful that retrospective 
rating for workmen’s compensation in-

U. S. Bureau Ruling Alters 
Practice in Connection with 
Grade Separations 


Liability and campensation insurance 
on grade separation projects financed by 
the government were thrown open to all 
companies by a memorandum by the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, bureau of public raads, issued last 
January. Until then Continental Cas- 
ualty was getting most of this business. 
This is works program general memor- 
andum No. 32. ; 

Heretofore it has been the practice of 
railroads to require from contractors on 
all such projects a save harmless agree- 
ment, by which the contractor assumed 
not only the liability for his own work- 
men, but alsa the liability and compen- 
sation far employes of the railroad who 
might be hurt on the project, or who 
might cause injuries to third parties. 
Very few casualty companies have been 
willing to write this hazard. Memoran- 
dum number 32 covers the follawing 
points: 


Bar Indemnity Bonds 


1. The use of indemnity bonds and 
hold harmless agreements is prohibited. 

2. Railroads must assume their own 
liability in connection with their own 
operations, their negligence or the negli- 
gence of their agents or employes. 

3. Contractors are required to pro- 
vide pratective liability insarance for 
and in behalf of railroads in connection 
with the direct operations of the con- 
tractor and subcontractors. 

4. Contractors are required to pro- 
tect themselves under contractors’ lia- 
bility insurance policies with respect to 
their direct operations. 

5. Contractors are required to pro- 
vide contractars’ protective liability in- 
surance in their own behalf with respect 
to work undertaken by subcontractors. 


Sub-Contractors’ Coverage 


6. Contractors are required ta fur- 
nish evidence that subcontractors carry 
contractors’ liability insurance protec- 
tion with respect to their own opera- 
ians. 

7. Highway departments must be 
furnished with satisfactory evidence 
that the required insurance coverages 
have been provided. 

8. <A draft is attached to the memor- 
andum setting forth wordings of the 
necessary insurance coverages, for the 
use of state highway departments. Any 
changes in warding of the insurance 
item must be submitted to the bureau 
of public roads for approval before they 
become effective. Where state highway 
departments do not conform with the 
requirements af the bureau of public 
roads the matter should be taken up 
with the casualty bureau. 

Agents would do well to advise their 
contractor clients of the ruling, because 
the difficulty of getting insurance on 
the old plan often prevented a contractor 
from being eligible for the work. 

The fifth paragraph of memorandum 
No. 32 is explicit: “It likewise is con- 
cluded that the liability of a railroad for 
bodily injury to or death of persons and 
for injury to or destruction of praperty 
arising out of negligent acts on the part 
of such railroad, its agents or employes, 

hall not be transferred to a contractor 

any manner. In other words, the 
as between itself and the con- 
must assume liability with re- 
ta bodily injury to or death of 
persons and injury to or destruction of 
property which may result from its own 
negligence or from the negligence of its 
agents or employes in connection with 
the operation of trains, or in connection 
with any construction or other work 
that may be performed by it on the job.”

Lucas-Stewart & Co., Ltd., of Montreal, 
Landon Lloyds correspondent. In those 
states where it is permissible, Lloyds 
policies are filed. In other states, ad- 
mitted companies file the policies, but 
Lloyds assumes 100 percent of the lia- 
bility. Toplis & Harding handle all ad- 
justments. 

The Behr concern pays 10 percent 
brokerage. They have an engineering 
and inspection service in charge of Jack 
Pennick, chief engineer. For 12 years 
he was safety director of Memphis. The 
requirements are that the truck driver 
be medically examined. The equipment, 
including tires, are examined at the out- 
set and then there are periodical check- 
ups. The Behr office insists that com- 
fortable quarters be maintained at ter- 
minals for the drivers. There is a road 
patrol service. The driver carries identi- 
fication card and records are maintained 
af his accidents. The losses are reported 
to Toplis & Harding and they periodic- 
ally prepare loss analyses. Safety meet- 
ings are held. The Behr office checks 
loss reserves every 15 days. Most of 
the business is written on a gross re- 
ceipt basis.

Auto Rates Increased in 
Nebraska, South Carolina 


The National Bureau of Casualty & 
Surety Underwriters has increased auto- 
mobile liability rates in Nebraska and 
South Carolina and made a number of 
territorial changes in Iowa, Maryland, 
California and Tennessee. 

Nebraska rate increases affect all the 
state except Omaha. Rates for “W” 
and “X” cars in Lincoln have been in- 
creased from $29 to $33 and in the re- 
mainder of the state from $12 for ‘“W” 
cars and $13 for “X” cars to $15 for 
both classifications. Omaha territory 
has been enlarged to take in a few addi- 
tional precincts which were formerly in 
the “remainder of state” class. 

In all South Carolina territories, the 
rate for “W” cars has been raised from 
$25 to $31. 

Baltimore territory has been enlarged 
to take in all places within five miles 
of the new city limits. A number of 
localities are specifically included in this 
territory. 

Minor rearrangements have been made 
in the tefritories in California, Tennessee 
and Iowa, 


Health Hazard in Asbestos Lining 


Safety engineers in workmen’s com- 
pensation insurance as well as fire pre- 
ventionists are opposed to the use of 
asbestos for lining of ventilating pipes. 
They state there is a serious health haz- 
ard in breathing the asbestos dust. 

The lining of the pipe with asbestos, 
according to engineers, would certainly 
intensify the degrees of temperature at 
the far end of the pipe, as the radiating 
value of the pipe would be last to some 
degree. 

Due to the emphasis that has been 
placed upon the hazards of air condi- 
tioning, some contractors without mak- 
ing a thorough study of the subject, 
have used asbestos for a lining, thinking 
that this was all that was needed to 
insure safety. 


Oklahoma Hearing Aug. 18 


OKLAHOMA CITY.—The hearing on 
automobile rates set by the Oklahoma 
insurance board for Sept. 20 has been 
advanced to Aug. 18. At the hearing 
the board will review the order issued 
in June which increased collision rates 
approximately 40 percent. It is now 
claimed the order was issued in error, 
as the board members were not cog- 
nizant of the fact that collision rates 
were included in a rate schedule sub- 
mitted at that time, and approved as a 
whole. Commissioner Read, president of 
the board, placed blame for the error 
on Secretary Philpott, on the ground 
that the secretary should know what 
is presented. 

The board also voided an order of 
Jan. 14 on public liability and property 
damage on commercial cars and will 
start anew on those rates.

Consumer Cooperative Plan 
Is Gaining in Momentum 


Editor Sletterdahl of “North- 
west Insurance” Calls on Agents 
to Justify Commissions 


P, J. Sletterdahl of Minneapolis, editor 
f “Northwest Insurance,” in talking on 
the “Consumer Cooperative Movement,” 
before the Minnesota Association af In- 
surance Agents, stated that business men 
are more or less bewildered as to how 
to proceed. Present day problems ger- 
minated 50 years ago and business lead- 
ers then passed them by because they 
were cansidered rather inconsequential, 
The consumer cooperative movement, he 
said, started at Rachedale, England, in 
1844. The consumer cooperative enter- 
prise, he opined, differs from an ordi- 
nary private business mainly in two re- 
spects. In the first place, the custamers 
are largely composed of owners of the 
enterprise and secondly, the profits are 
distributed in accordance with the 
amount of the purchases made individu- 
ally instead of on the basis of the cap- 
ital invested. 


What Can Agents Do? 


Mr. Sletterdahl asked what can local 
agents do in the operation of their own 
business to meet the challenge of this 
movement. First, he thinks that agents 
shauld render service to the extent that 
clients look upon them as essential in con- 
nection with insurance protection. The 
consumer cooperative people leave the 
impression that agents are “parasitical 
middlemen” and that the commissions 
they receive add unnecessarily to the 
insurance cost. Mr. Sletterdahl said that 
agents must impress on the minds of 
clients their importance and that is done 
most effectively through noticeable 
service. 


Should Get Rid of Parasites 


Certainly, he said, it is up to the in- 
surance business ta purge the system of 
those that cannot or do not render serv- 
ice. In most states virtually anybody 
can secure a license to sell insurance, he 
said. Some states, however, have passed 
laws giving the insurance department 


more authority and in requiring exam-- 


inations they are gradually building up 
qualified salesmen. Incompetent local 
agents, Mr. Sletterdahl said, jeopardize 
the agency system. They create antag- 
onism among assured. 

As to the purely incompetent agents, 
he would include those who have only 
a smattering of knawledge as to insur- 
ance, those who are indifferent to what 
constitutes service and those who com- 
monly resort to sharp practices. 

Mr. Sletterdahl feels that insurance as 
an institution has sadly bungled the jab 
of public relations. That accounts for 
misunderstandings and antagonism. He 
believes that a great deal of the adver- 
tising done is colorless and useless. 


Lee Safety Luncheon Speaker 


SAN FRANCISCO—More than 50 
insurance executives, civic and club 
leaders attended a luncheon of the San 
Francisco Safety Council when Dr. R. 

Lee of General Motors discussed 
progress made in recent months in the 
safety movement throughout the coun- 
try. Dr. Lee was en route to Portland, 
where he was one of the _ principal 
speakers before the Western Safety 
Conference Aug. 17. 


Liability Cover for Liquor Men 


Liability insurance of $10,000, in addi- 
tion to the bond required with the li- 
cense application, was urged by officers 
to members of the Upper Peninsula Re- 
tail Liquor Vendors’ Association in an- 
nual meeting at Iron River, Mich. In 
recommending liability insurance, it was 
pointed out that the bond merely guar- 
antees that the vendor will carry out 
the provisions of the permit or license.

The insurance commissioners of 
Washington, Oregon and California 
have formally notified London Lloyds 
that unless those underwriters cease so- 
liciting and accepting direct business in 
those states, the legislatures will be re- 
quested to pass laws forbidding licensed 
companies to reinsure with unauthorized 
alien institutions. 

News that such action had been taken 
was given to those attending the annual 
meeting of the Insurance Agents League 
of Washington by Commissioner Sulli- 
van of that state in his address. He said 
that responses have not yet been re- 
ceived from Lloyds. 


To Be Made National Issue 


"Inasmuch as Lloyds’ principal busi- 
ness in the United States is one of rein- 
surance,” Mr. Sullivan declared, “we feel 
that they will not care to jeopardize 
their main business by accepting illegal 
direct business at ridiculously low rates. 
The commissioners of California and 
Oregon are equally determined on this 
matter and we plan a united front at 
the December meeting of the National 
Association of Insurance Commissioners 
in bringing this subject up for discus- 
sion.” 

Mr. Sullivan referred to the recent 
warning that he issued against the activi- 
ties of the R. H. Jenkins agency of Cali- 
fornia. That office-has been circulariz- 
ing agents in the coast states, offering a 
Lloyds contract for excess auto p. 1. 
limits of $4,000/$5,000 over primary 
limits of $1,000/$5,000 and excess p. d. 
limits of $4,000 over $1,000 primary 
coverage. 


Called Method of Chiseling 


“This,” Mr. Sullivan declared, “was 
merely a method of chiseling on the 
5/10/5 rate and we advised the agents 
licensed in Washington that the placing 
of any of this business in London Lloyds 
would involve the immediate cancella- 
tion of their licenses. We are determined 
that the placing of business in these un- 
licensed companies must stop.” : 

The commissioner expressed gratifica- 
tion because of the results that have 
already been manifested under the re- 
cently enacted qualification law that re- 
quires written examination for agent’s 
license. Since the bill went into effect 
June 9, only 32 persons have successfully 
passed the examination, he said. During 
the same period without the qualification 
law, about 200 licenses would have been 
issued. He said the department proposes 
to sponsor amendments from time to 
time strengthening the law and he pre- 
dicted that within 10 years the level of 
the agency business will have been 
greatly improved. 


Premium Tax Reduction 


Mr. Sullivan referred to the new law 
reducing the premium tax for domestic 
companies from 2% to 1 percent. That 
measure, he contended, encourages the 
growth of insurance in Washington and 
“serves notice to the insurance world 
that the state of Washington is not 
hungry for taxes on insurance premiums, 
as we realize that a tax on insurance 
iS a tax on the policyholder.” Such 
action, he said, tends to encourage a re- 
duction for foreign companies. The pre-

Truckmen Strongly Opposed 


to New Massachusetts Plan 





Fight Proposed Change in Rat- 
ing Basis to the Registered 
Capacity 


BOSTON.—Decided opposition was 
voiced by Massachusetts truckmen to the 
proposal to change the compulsory lia- 
bility insurance rating basis on trucks 
from the manufacturers advertised ca- 
pacity to the registered capacity (man- 
ufacturers’ capacity plus the excess load) 
as filed with the motor vehicle depart- 
ment of the state, at a hearing before 
Commissioner De Celles. 

Manager W. N. Magoun of the Mas- 
sachusetts rating bureau presented the 
suggested change and was supported by 
T. F. Tarbell of the Travelers. Mr. 
Magoun said many trucks carry loads 
far in excess of their advertised load 
capacity, which is the present basis of 
classifying them as light, medium and 
heavy. Statistics showed the loss cost 
varied with the actual load capacity, the 
number of claims per 100 heavy trucks 
being double the number per 100 light 
trucks, with the loss cost more than 
double in the case of heavy trucks. 

The proposed change, said Mr. Ma- 
goun, would have no effect on the total 
truck premiums to be collected in any 
year and would reduce the cost of com- 
pulsory coverage for 85 percent of the 
trucks, while raising the cost for only 
15 percent, making the premium charge 
more in line with the actual hazard. 


Church Opposes Plan 


H. B. Church, leading truck operator, 
declared the proposed change would 
cause more abuses than it would correct, 
and would throw everything but “the 
baby carriage” into the heavy class. The 
manufacturers’ rating is about half the 
economical load capacity and the expe- 
rience gathered during the past few 
years has been on the basis of normal 
loads of twice the manufacturers’ rated 
capacity, he said. 

R. S. Roby of the U-Dryvit Auto 
Rental Co., a member of the state board 
of appeals on fire insurance rates, de- 
clared one result of the proposed change 
would be that most truckmen would not 
register their trucks for excess capacity 
at all. Then if such a truck were in- 
volved in an accident while carrying 
more than the manufacturers’ advertised 
capacity, a plaintiff's lawyer might be 
able to have the vehicle adjudged a tres- 
passer on the highway. The change 
would mean an increase of 43 percent in 
the rates for the several hundred trucks 
operated by his firm. He threatened to 
appeal to the supreme court if the change 
was made. 

ay Baker, manager of the Mator 
Truck Service Bureau and Dump Truck 
Owners Association, declared that from 
50 to 75 percent of the trucks owned 
by his groups would be affected by the 
change. 

John H. Smith, speaking ‘for a group 
of truckmen, said the average load on 
a five-ton truck in Boston was less than 
1,000 pounds, and it was unfair to list 
such trucks as heavy, to carry the higher 
rate, because some of them might carry 
a five-ton load on a 2%-ton truck at 
times. 

At the conclusion of the hearing Com- 
missioner DeCelles appointed Manager 
W. N. Magoun and H. B. ‘Church, re- 
spectively, as chairman of two commit- 
tees of carriers and insureds to make 
further study of the problem and to sub- 
mit a report to him.

Three such options are of- 
fered: (1) Interest only, providing pay- 
ment to beneficiary of a guaranteed rate 
of 3% percent interest on principal sum; 
(2) limited instalments, paid for a speci- 
fied number af months or years; (3) 
life income annuity with guarantee for 
a minimum period. 

The initial annual premium for men, 
16-60, and women, 16-45, class AAA, 
for $1,000 principal sum and _ $100 
monthly, is $16.25 and renewal $13.25. 
Housewives or women working as do- 
mestics are nat insurable. Rates are 
also quoted for seven, 14, 30 or 90 days 
elimination. 





Accident-Health Premiums 
Up 10 Percent in Half Year 





Based on reports of 65 members rep- 
resenting 85 percent of the premium vol- 
ume of the Health & Accident Under- 
writers Conference, a gain of 10 percent 
in personal accident and health pre- 
miums was reported for the first six 
months of 1937, compared to a similar 
period in 1936. 

Loss ratios remained favorable, show- 
ing a decrease of a trifle over 1 percent 
for the corresponding period. 

With the income of farmers expected 
to reach a high peak within the next two 
months, the increase in premium volume 
for the last six months should be even 
greater than for the first half of the 
year. It can be conservatively estimated 
that 1937 personal accident and health 
premiums will exceed $210,000,000, Har- 
old R. Gordon, executive secretary of 
the conference, believes. 





New Disability Policy Issued 
by Massachusetts Bonding 





The “paramount” disability policy— 
Form 4045, has just been released by the 
Massachusetts Bonding. It provides 
total accident disability indemnity for 60 
months, with partial for six months, and 
12 months for confining illness, with two 
months non-confining. Hospital indem- 
nity doubles the monthly payments for 
two months. Surgeon’s fees is one-fifth 
monthly indemnity for injuries which do 
not result in death, disability, or surgi- 
cal operations. Surgical operations bene- 
fits are paid according to schedule. Am- 
bulance expense of $10 is provided. The 
usual identification and air travel pro- 
visions are included. 

If disease results in irrecoverable loss 
of both eyes, both hands, both feet, or 
one hand and one foot, a payment equal 
to 10 times the total monthly illness in- 





demnity is allowed, in addition to any 
other indemnity paid, provided the in- 
sured survives such loss for one year. 
Grace of 10 days is allowed for payment 
of premiums. 

The policy is sold to men only and 
the annual premium in Class AA, ages 
18-49, for $1,000 principal sum and $100 
monthly is $38.40. It is sold also on the 
quarterly, and monthly premium basis at 
same proportionate rates,

Mutual Policyholders Object 


to Reinsurance Deal 








The action brought by a group of dis- 
satisfied policyholders of Builders & 
Manufacturers Mutual Casualty of Chi- 
cago to stop the transfer of business to 
the new Builders & Manufacturers Cas- 
ualty, a stock campany and to halt the 
activities of the new company has been 
referred to Master in Chancery S. C. 
Horwitz of the superior court of Cook 
county. Na date for hearing before the 
master has been set. : 

The action was brought by 15 plain- 
tiffs, all in the building or building ma- 
terial business, who alleged they were 
policyholders before H. B. Barnard, 
president of both companies, was elected 
president of Builders & Manufacturers 
Mutual in 1928. Named as defendants 
are bath insurance companies, Mr. Bar- 
nard, Harrison-Brewster agency and a 
number of directors of Builders & Man- 
ufacturers Mutual. Gann, Secord, Stead 
& McIntosh of Chicago are attorneys 
for the plaintiff. Temporary injunctions 
were asked by the plaintiff, but had nat 
been granted at the time the case was 
referred to the master in chancery. 


Transaction Was Approved 


The stock company, recently organ- 
ized, reinsured completely the assets and 
liabilities of the mutual. The transaction 
had the approval of the Illinois depart- 
ment, after an examination had been 
made of the old company. The new 
company has been admitted to the states 
in which it desires to operate. Unprofit- 
able lines, such as long distance haulers, 
have been shed. 

The complaint is made that the mu- 
tual company wrote full caver automo- 
bile business rather than sticking to lia- 
bility and compensation, which was the 
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original field. Mr. Barnard is charged 
with having unfairly engineered his 
election as head of the company. There 
is complaint as to the amount of sal- 
aries that were paid and to the fact that 
directors received $1,000 a year. The 
operations of the Harrison-Brewster 
agency, according to the bill, were detri- 
mental to the insurer, resulting in higher 
acquisitian cost and the routing to the 





insurance company of a poor class of 
business. The charge is made that cer- 
ain premiums due to the mutual were 
withheld by the agency. The policy- 
holders claim that a better reinsurance 
deal could have been made, that sub- 
stantial companies were willing to rein- 
sure 85 percent of the insurance liability 
of the mutual for 51 percent of the as- 
sets.

Halt Meeting to Bring in Seats 


By the time W. H. Menn of Los 
Angeles, National Association of Insur- 
ance Agents executive committeeman, 
made his appearance Thursday morning, 
the convention hall was filled to capac- 
ity. Early in the afternoon, when the 
time arrived for F. S. Dauwalter, direc- 
tor of the Business Develapment Office, 
to give his address, President Terry L. 
Ross of Wenatchee was obliged to halt 
the meeting to permit hotel aides to in- 
crease the seating capacity of the hall. 

Climaxing the meeting the afternoon 
of the first day was the election of Harry 











E. Briggs of Seattle to the presidency. 
He was advanced from chairman of the 
executive committee. Harry Paxton, 
veteran State League executive commit- 
teeman, was unopposed as Mr. Briggs’ 
successor, which, if precedent is fol- 
lowed, means that he will become presi- 
dent next year. 

A clased session of the executive com- 
mittee was held Wednesday afternoon. 
Local board presidents joined the steer- 
ing committee for a dinner, followed by 
another session in the evening. Com- 
ments of W. H. Menn and Mr. Dauwal- 
ter included informal discussions on the 
programs of the National association 
and the Business Development Office. 


Ross Reviews Developments 


President Ross in his annual report 
reviewed the activity of the league. No 
serious prablems have confronted the 
organized agents during his term, he 
said. The greatest accomplishment of 
the league was the enactment of the 
agents’ qualification law at the 1937 
legislative session. This was made pos- 
sible through the joint effort of Com- 
missianer Sullivan and E. R. Bowden, 
chairman of the league’s legislative com- 
mittee, and his aides. Mr. Ross urged 
the agents to be patient in urging the 
department to enforce the law. All of 
the ills in the agency ranks cannot be 





corrected immediately, but over a pe- 
riod of time the tone of the agency busi- 
ness is certain to be improved. 

Fire insurance rates continue to be a 
problem in Washington. There has 
been agitation in some quarters for a 
rate revision, laading the poorer classes 
with a greater burden and bringing 
down the rates on protected risks. This 
would furnish less attraction to cut- 
raters and dividend payers. While the 
league officials have regarded this pro- 
gram as too radical, nevertheless, the 
administration report stated, further 
seriaus study should be given fire rates 
for the purpose of arriving at a sound 
solution. 

Washington participated actively in 
the first year of the Far West Agents 
Conference. President Ross reviewed 
the success of the conference in bring- 
ing abaut abatement of General Motors’ 
cut-rate insurance advertising. He also 
referred to the increase in commission 
on protected provisional reporting form 
business. The league has been success- 
ful in encouraging local boards ta in- 
terest commercial banking institutions 
in handling automobile paper, thereby 
aiding the agents in retaining the in- 
surance. A cut-rate provisional policy 
sought by the North Pacific Grain Grow- 
ers of Spokane was outlawed by the 
Washington department as the result of 
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activity by the agents’ organization jn 
cooperation with the Spokane Special] 
Agents Association. 

The Washington league actively led 
the mavement to urge the establishment 
by Governor Martin of a state traffic 
safety commission. This was accom. 
plished during the year and President 
Ross was named a member of the com- 
mission, which is coordinating traffic 
safety work af all civic and trade groups 
throughout the state. The league’s of- 
ficial publication, “Northwest Agency 
Bulletin,” was expanded into the Ore- 
gon field and a tieup was completed 
with the Oregon State Agents Associa- 
tion. Follawing the creation of the 
Far West Agents Conference at Pitts- 
burgh last year, the officers of the 
league decided that the Washington and 
Oregon agents could work together to 
good advantage and the Oregan agents 
were invited to use the league’s publica- 
tion also as their official organ. The 
invitation was accepted and now both 
organizations are working together jn 
close cooperation. 


Legislative Results Reviewed 


The league’s legislative committee 
hung up an enviable record at the 1937 


legislature. All offensive legislation was 
decisively defeated and the agents’ 
qualification law was passed. Among 


the bills apposed were state funds for 
fire and automobile insurance. 

President Ross complimented Com- 
missioner Sullivan on his recently in- 
stituted drive to uncover illegal prac- 
tices and urged the organized agents to 
cooperate with the department in un- 
cavering code infractions. The school 
survey committee has demonstrated to 
the state department of public instruc- 
tion that insurance costs on schools can 
be reduced materially through intelli- 
gent surveys. Thus much agitation for 
state fund legislation has been dissalved, 
Wayne C. Meek of Seattle, chairman oj 
the committee, conducted an extensive 
program along these lines. 

Agents, companies and general agents 
have been working harmoniously in 
Washington during the past year, Presi- 
dent Ross said. Membership of the 
league is in good condition. There are 
308 agencies affiliated coextensively 
with the state and national organiza- 
tions and 20 odd agencies in smaller 
communities affiliated on an associate 
basis. J. M. Blair, Puyallup, has been 
serving several years as head of the 
membership committee.

Effective use of spare time is the 
difference between successful and ordi- 
nary men. An hour a day put to good 
purpose means that at the end of five 
years 1,800 hours have been profitably 
applied. In that time the average - 
dividual can learn a foreign language, 
can master a trade, become proficient 
in the art of music or acquire ability t 
apply one or more sciences.

He pointed out that the average general 
insurance agent overlooks an opportu- 
nity to increase his income by selling 
“personal use and occupancy” insurance.

months your officers and committees 
have been continually confronted with 
the bank agency problem. It appeared 
at times so serious as to become nation- 


wide in scope. Bank agencies were 
opened in at least three important 
smaller cities, representing companies 


that were signatory to what is generally 
known as the conference agreement. 
After various meetings and conferences, 
a committee headed by P. H. Ware was 
successful in getting the offending banks 
to either close or dispose of their agen- 
cies in the three cities and agreed to 
make no further extension of agencies 
at points where there is any objection 
on the part of our association or the 
local board having jurisdiction. We be- 
lieve this achievement noteworthy for 
the very existence of many smaller agen- 
cies throughout the state was threat- 
ened.” 

Mr. Aldridge also urged local agents 
to lend every effort to help prevent the 
spread of consumer cooperative move- 
ment. 


Qualification Requirements 


In connection with a proposed law to 
strengthen the qualification requirements 
for insurance representation, Mr. Al- 
dridge explained: “It was finally decided 
rather than present a bill in the legisla- 
ture of 1937, two other things should be 
done, viz., an increased appropriation for 
the insurance department and the ap- 
pointment of an interim committee by 
the legislature to recodify the insurance 
laws.” He reported that none of the 
objectives were achieved because of the 
struggle of the lawmakers to meet the 
demands for a balanced budget and 
appropriations for public relief. “I do, 
however, urge the continuance of this 
program,” he said, “believing as I do 
that as economic conditions improve, we 
will eventually be able to have passed a 
modern and up-to-date set of insurance 
laws.” 


Surtax on Fire Premiums 


Mr. Aldridge called attention to the 
extension of the 2 percent surtax on the 
premiums of fire insurance for the bene- 
fit of firemen in cities of the second 
class. “In my opinion,” he declared, “it 
will be only a matter of time when this 
tax will be collected on fire and use and 
occupancy premiums in all places where 
an organized or volunteer fire depart- 
ment is maintained.” He urged that 
before the next legislature convenes 
“that this association use its influence 
to enact suitable legislation that the fund 
created by such extension of the surtax 
shall be under the control as to both col- 
lection and disbursement by the proper 
state administrative department.” The 
organized firemen of Minnesota seek to 
have the 2 percent surtax naid directly 
to their local relief associations. 


Must Watch Federal Program 


The address of welcome was deliv- 
ered by L. G. Castle, president of the 
Duluth chamber of commerce. The re- 
sponse was by A. A. Hirman of Roches- 
ter, immediate past president of the 
Southern Minnesota Regional Associa- 
tion. C. F. Liscomb of Duluth, chair- 
man executive committee National As- 
sociation of Insurance Agents, in an 
official capacity expressed the greeting 
of that body. Minnesota, he said, is 
sixth in membership strength among the 
state units. Mr. Liscomb praised Mr. 
Aldridge and P. J. Sletterdahl, editor of 
“Northwest Insurance,” for their arti- 
cles and speeches on the consumer co- 
operative movement. He commended 
Frank Yetka, insurance commissioner, 
for the work he has done to eliminate 
incompetent agents and chiselers in the 
insurance business. 

Mr. Liscomb said that there were 
indications in Washington, D. C., that 
the government intends to encourage 
cooperative insurance organizations 


through the placement of federal busi- 
ness in them. He declared that the situ- 
ation there is such that the National 
Association of Insurance Agents must 
expand deeper into the rural areas. He 
divulged that a plan to attract local 
agents to membership in the state units 
of N. A. I. A. would be announced in 
the near future. 

When Mr. Liscomb concluded, the 
agents in attendance jumped to their 
feet and gave him an ovation. 

William Leslie, general manager of 
the National Bureau of Casualty & 
Surety Underwriters, was introduced by 
Mr. Liscomb. His talk can be found in 
the casualty section. 

In his address on “Agency Account- 
ing and Credit Methods,’ Oscar Beling 
of New York City, special representa- 
tive of the Royal-Liverpool groups, 
stressed the importance of office man- 
agement and routine as applied to 
agencies. 

“One of the principal difficulties in 


many agencies is the lack of coordina- 
tion of practices,” he said. “In all too 
Many instances, an agency in evolving 


from its early beginnings, has expanded 
its original system and correspondingly 
its personnel without the requisite study 
of related operations so vital in pro- 
moting efficiency and controlling ex- 
pense. In other words, it is the old 
story of placing volume above profit.” 

Mr. Beling stated that it is a well- 
established theory that all mechanical 
functions should be centralized in the 
interest of efficiency and economy while 
the sales and underwriting activities 
should be departmentalized. 

“Where the personnel is not large 
enough to warrant such system,” he said, 
“it has been found helpful to make each 
employ ee responsible primarily for some 
major function to which all other duties 
are subsidiary.” 

Mr. Beling referred to the inside staff 
of agencies as “forgotten men and 
women.” He pointed out how impor- 
tant they are in the insurance business 
and he suggested numerous ways where- 





by they could be helpful to the pro- 
ducers. They could prepare data valu- 
able in sales work, he said, and handle 
routine matters that take time of the 
sales force. 

He emphasized the necessity for com- 
plete line records, an accounting system 
that constantly reveals the financial con- 
dition of the agency, and he stressed 
the problem of collections. 


Matteson on Mutualization 


H. H. Matteson of St. Paul in an 
address on “Mutualization” declared 
that the surplus of mutuals to a large 
extent rightfully is the property of for- 
mer policyholders, many of whom are 
in the cemetery. “Although the sur- 
plus,” he said, “legally belongs to the 
policyholders of today, what will such 
policyholders realize from the surplus? 
Some 30 or 40 years hence when those 
policyholders will have died, who then 
will own the surplus as of the present?” 
Mr. Matteson seemed to be of the 
opinion that the accumulation of a sur- 
plus by mutuals was an offense against 
public policy and, therefore, actionable 
in the courts. 

A. F. Soucheray, Jr., vice-president 
First Bancredit Corporation, discussed 
“Insurance Premium Financing.” He 
explained that it is now possible for 
local agents to present to assured a plan 
for the financing of their premiums 
based on bank interest, never exceeding 
6 percent a year. 


Ware Gave Report 


P. H. Ware of Minneapolis reported 
on the Business Development Office 
activities in Minnesota, which he di- 
rected, and he pointedly suggested what 
local agents should do to safeguard the 
American agency system. “Of the 90 
percent of the ‘stay at homes,’” he said, 
“T venture to state that not one has 
ever taken the trouble to explain to 
his customer that stock fire companies 
maintain for his security of life and 
property the greatest testing laboratories 
in existence, even if he knows it him- 
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self, a fact which I gravely question. 
Nor that the machinery in the factory, 
the electric wiring and switch on his 
desk, the labor-saving devices in his 
home, his automobile, the containers for 
his valuable records and countless other 
things are made safer and better through 
the standard established by the labora- 
tories maintained by capital stock insur- 
ance companies.” 

The banquet was speechless, that is, 
no one was allowed to make an address. 
Mr. Liscomb presided and employed a 
bell rather than the traditional gavel or 
common fork to call for the attention of 
the diners. W. B. Calhoun, Milwaukee, 
past national president, sang two solos 
accompanied by an accomplished musi- 
cian in the person of Oscar W. Beling, 
New York. 

Mr. Calhoun made a hit when he arose 
at the session Friday and asked in be- 
half of the Wisconsin Association of 
Insurance Agents for the honor to pre- 
sent the nomination of Mr. Liscomb for 
the presidency of the National Associa- 
tion of Insurance Agents at the annual 
meeting to be held next month in Dallas, 
Tex. In answer he received unanimous 
and enthusiastic applause in the affirma- 
tive.

Philpott Quits in Oklahoma 
to Run Against Jess Read

because I have reached an obstruction 
by the incumbent insurance commis- 
sioner, Jess G. Read, which retards prog- 


ress and rewards evil elements which I 
know to be harmful to the people of 
Oklahoma. 

“In due time I shall reveal ta the 
people the law violations by certain vic- 
ious insurance companies and _ their 
agents which are cheating and defraud- 
ing the policyholders of Oklahoma. I 
cannot stand by, even in minority posi- 
tion, and see campanies licensed in this 
state over my protest when secret in- 
formation of authentic nature reveals to 
all three members of the state insurance 
board that these flagrant manipulations 
are going on to the injury af policy- 
holders. 

“The insurance program which I in- 
stituted and have put into effect has 
established rates, secured policyholders 
and brought about reductions in rates 
to policyhalders of more than $3,000,000 
annual savings. Political forces who 
would destroy me for their own preser- 
vation are hindering the board from 
bringing the remaining unlawful offena- 
ers ta justice. 

“I feel that my service in the next 
few months, while I am a candidate for 
insurance commissioner, should be per- 
formed as a private citizen and not 
while on the payroll of the state. I also 
feel that I can best serve the people by 
visiting them and making known ta 
them the things which are so wrong 
about lax law enforcement. The $52,- 
000,000 in premiums paid by Oklahoma 
policyholders each year call for honesty 
and diligence in public office—all of 
which they are not getting naw because 
of certain willful ones who would make 
personal gains at the cost of innocent 
policyholders.” 


“Bosh!” Is Read’s Reply 


“Bosh!” said Mr. Read. “The insur- 
ance board has not reduced rates.” He 
pointed out that any reductions that had 
been made were voluntary, and pointed 
further to the fact that Mr. Philpott 
recently voted to increase collision rates 
40 percent. 

He challenged Philpott’s statement as 
being practically the same as he sub- 
mitted to the senate investigatian com- 
mittee—which resulted in a vote of 5 to 
2 to remove Philpott from the office of 
secretary. Philpott and Read were con- 
testants in the primary race for cam- 
missioner in 1934.

mium tax was originally passed as a 
means of financing the cost of the insur- 
ance department. This tax, he said, has 
grown far out of line and the depart- 
ment at present is allowed but 6 percent 
of the revenue derived on which to 
operate. 

The section of the law governing re- 
ciprocals has now been strengthened, he 
observed. Under the new organization 
requirements, a reciprocal must have 
$100,000 in order to start business. The 
contingent liability of subscribers is set 
at one to five times the premium deposit. 
Heretofore, the contingent liability has 
not been limited. Inasmuch as the laws 
of most states do provide for limited 
liability, under the old system the last 
solvent Washington subscriber was re- 
sponsible for the entire debts of the 
organization.

Give ’36 Compensation Record 
of N. Y. Admitted Companies 


NEW YORK.—Country-wide experi- 
ence on compensation business in 1936 
by carriers reporting to the New York 
department discloses earned premiums 
of $194,628,025 of which stock compa- 
nies wrote $122,062,498, and non-stock 
$72,565,527. Losses incurred were $116,- 
825,111, a ratio of 60 percent; the stock 
companies incurring $71,119,630, or 58.3 
percent and the non-stack $45,705,481, 
or 63 percent. 

Expense ratio of all companies was 
33.3; investigation and adjustment 8.4; 
acquisition and field supervision 12.3; 
general administration 7.2; inspection 
and bureau 2.4; taxes 2.6; net gain from 
underwriting 6.7. Ratios of stock com- 
panies in each of those divisions was re-

In New York state the earned pre- 
miums of all carriers last year totaled 
$69,346,414, upon which losses of $42,- 
762,992 were incurred, or 61.7 percent. 
Of the total premiums stock companies 
secured $30,770,195 with a 63.5 percent 
loss ratio and the non-stock $38,576,219, 
with a ratio of 60.2 percent.

South Philadelphia Rates Cut 


PHILADELPHIA. — Residents of 
South Philadelphia will no longer have 
to pay more for their automobile in- 
surance. Long recognized as a section 
having higher losses, South Philadelphia 
had a higher premium to pay. 

At the last session of the legislature, 
a bill failed of passage to eliminate this 
extra charge. Commissioner Hunt took 
the matter up with National Bureau of 
Casualty & Surety Underwriters, with 
the result South Philadelphia will now 
pay the same public liability and prop- 
erty damage rates as the central city 
section. 


H. B. Hupp Has Resigned 


H. B. Hupp, Cincinnati manager of the 
United States Fidelity & Guaranty, re- 
signed after 38 years’ service with the 
company. Garland Moore, assistant 
agency director, is temporarily in charge 
of the office. Mr. Hupp’s service has 
been entirely in Cincinnati, 22 years of 
which he served as manager. 


Michigan Disease Act 


Careful scrutiny of the amendments 
to the Michigan occupational disease act 
adopted at the late session of the legis- 
lature reveals these are of minor im- 
portance and the real meaning of the 
law will have to be determined by the 
courts. The prevailing opinion is that 
some individual or corporation labor em- 
ployer when confronted with a claim 
for damages will seek judicial interpreta- 
tion of the provisions of the act.

ture charts, W. Stanley Pearce, adver- 


tising manager of the Fireman’s Fund 
spoke before the Insurance Agents 
League of Washington. While faot- | 
work is very necessary in the business 
of selling insurance, a great load can be 
taken off the agents’ feet by the proper 
use of headwork. said Mr. Pearce. He 
pointed out that the reason so many 
agents assumed a “sez you” attitude 
when advertising is mentioned is be- 
cause they do not understand it, but, 
used properly advertising makes it un- 
necessary for the agent to sell himself 
and the insurance as well. 


Reminder Advertising 


Advertising will testify to the alert- 
ness and scope of facilities, knowledge | 
of insurance and eagerness to serve if | 
the agent will but use it properly. Re- 
minder advertising is of great value, he 
said, because “the trouble is that people 
do not discover that they need insur- 
ance until somebody has had the initi- 
ative to shaw them that they are ex- 
posed to a definite hazard.” 

He urged that agents, large or small, 
consider the possibilities of newspaper 
advertising, advertising folders and sales 
letters. Window displays should also be 
used, he said. 

Mr. Pearce then went into detail re- 
garding newspaper advertising, with 
practical suggestions as ta standardiza- 
tion, layout and the necessity for mak- 
ing the public think of the agent when 
they think of insurance. “Your agency 
‘signature’”’, he said, “is worth money 
to you if you'll play it up in the right 
way.” 





He urged the use of advertising fald- 
ers supplied by the companies, urging 
that they not underestimate the value 
of folders. “There is,” he said, “no doubt 
whatever that the use of such folders

is one of the principal reasons why 
many farms of insurance that were new 
to us all a few years ago are now im- 
portant sources of income to companies 
and agents.” He urged them to con- 
sider the sales letter as an advertising 
medium, stressing the importance af 
proper follow-up on such letters. 

“Advertising departments of your 
companies are ready and eager and 
splendidly equipped to help you set up 
and carry out your own individual pra- 
gram. Think of these advertising de- 
partments as your ‘“Take-a-load-off-your- 
feet’ departments,” he said. 





Points Given Pertaining to 
Extra Expense Plan 





_F. C. Hatfield, Jr., engineer in the spe- 
cial risk department of the Aetna Fire, 
in its house organ tells about “extra ex- 
pense insurance,” calling attention to the 
fact that it should not be confused with 
use and occupancy. Extra expense cov- 
ers the additional cost or expense neces- 
sary to keep a business in operation dur- 
ing the period of restoration or rebuilding 
after a fire. Use and occupancy, on the 
other hand, insures the continuing ex- 
penses on property. 


May Produce Same Results 


Mr. Hatfield calls attention to the fact 
that in some cases a use and occupancy 
policy might produce the same effect as 
an extra expense policy but it would only 
be in instances where the extra cost does 
pay to keep a business in operation equal 
to or less than the exnense to reduce the 
loss feature of the U&O policy which is 
limited to the U&O value. The extra ex- 
pense takes the place of U&O since if it 
keeps the business in operation by pay- 
ing for the additional cost the income and 
normal operating expenses will not be 
changed. 

._ As is known, the extra expense cover 
1S limited to such business as newspaper 
publishing, ice manufacturing and deliv- 
ermg companies, milk pasteurizing and 
delivering companies and other lines 





which have to keep in operation regard- 
less of heavy extra expense. 

In the early days of the extra expense 
cover the per diem form was originated. 
Experience has shown that the loss per 
day is not at all equal, but that in the 
early days of the loss, the extra expense 
necessary to set up the assured in his 
new operating position is the heaviest 
expense incurred. When the policyholder 
becomes adjusted to his new position the 
expense becomes smaller until it reaches 
a point where it is approximately equal 
each day. When the risk has been re- 
stored to the original condition, the ex- 
tra expense is increased again through 
the necessity of moving the policyholder 
back to his original position. 


Rules Fairly Well Fixed 


Now the rules and regulations have be- 
come pretty well fixed. The term of the 
policy shall be at least one year. The pe- 
riod of indemnity shall not be less than 
three months. No more than 40 percent 
of the amount of the policy shall be allo- 
cated to any one month. The rate varies 
as to the number of months, three or 
more, that the assured selects for the 
period of his indemnity and to the per- 
cent, 40 or less, of the amount of the 
policy he elects to apportion to each 
month. Mr. Hatfield states that the high- 








est rate possible is for three months in- 
demnity which gives a rate of a little 
more than twice the 80 percent coinsur- 
ance building rate. 





New Accounts Receivable 
Form for National Surety 


A new accounts receivable policy has 
been issued by the National Surety, in- 
demnifying the assured for direct loss 
sustained through his inability to collect 
an unpaid balance on accounts receivable 
due to destruction or damage to the 
records of such accounts while the rec- 
orcs are on the premises of the assured. 

In the event of a catastrophe such as 
fire, explosion, earthquake, tornado, 
flood, strike or riot, the business life of 
a concern may be in jeopardy if it is 
unable to collect its accounts receivable 
through the destruction of its records. 
Prospects for the new coverage are de- 
partment stores, wholesale and retail 
merchants, manufacturers, insurance 
companies, fraternal orders, publications, 
where there are a multitude of accounts. 

Under the coverage the assured fur- 
nishes statement of the total amount of 
all outstanding accounts receivable every 
month. The amount of premium is cal- 
culated and adjusted on the amount of 
exposure based on the average monthly 
total of outstanding accounts. 


Increased Rents Open Way 
For More Business 


In many cities rents are on the up- 
grade. Building has almost stapped on 
account of the high price of building 
materials and the higher cost of labor. 
Building facilities have not kept pace 
with the demands. Apartments in a 
number of points are almost impossible 
to secure. Local agents can well study 
the rental situation in their cities and 
when renewals come around for apart- 
ment buildings or residences check up 
to see whether rent or rental value in- 
surance is carried. A little argument 
should convince an owner and occupant 
that this insurance is highly desirable, 
especially at this time. 

The potentialities in the field of rent 
and rental value insurance were indi- 
cated in the statement of Walter R. 
Drennan, chairman of the renting divi- 
sion of the Chicaga real estate board, 
that rents in that city will be increased 
Oct. 1, a total of $30,000,000. This is on 
top of an increase amounting to $90,- 
000,000 last spring. That is a real in- 
crease in insurable values. It gives a 
producer an opportunity to open up the 
question with property owners.

Question—Is there a company writing 
sickness reimbursement insurance? 

Answer—The Continental Casualty of 
Chicago, so far as is known, is the only 
campany writing a reimbursement sick- 
ness policy. It provides, after the policy 
has been in effect a month, if sickness 
requires medical or surgical attention 
benefits are paid up to $500, but specifi- 
cations are made as to how much per 
day is to be paid for various medical 
requirements. No more than $500 will 
be written on any one person. The pre- 
mium charge increases after age 50. It 
has put out a combined accident and 
sickness reimbursement policy, but the 
person in order to get benefits must be 
confined to a hospital. It allows $5 a 
day for hospital residence, $5 a day for 
nurse, $3 each for x-ray examinations, 
not to exceed $15 in the aggregate, and 
$25 for miscellaneous hospital expense. 
For men in class A, from ages 16-50, 
and women 16-44, for $5,000 principal 
sum for limb and sight indemnity and 
$500 expense indemnity, the premium is 
$28, including the illness reimbursement. 
This policy will not be sold with prin- 
cipal sum less than $5,000. Each $1,000 
of principal sum automatically carries 
with it $100 of injury expense indemnity 
but subject to certain limits, $290 of 
such indemnity may be sold with each 
$1,000 principal sum.

Question—Can you tell me whether 
there is any company writing patent in- 
surance? 

Answer—The Chicago Lloyds, 135 
South LaSalle street, Chicago, guaran- 
tees the contracts with the National Pat- 
ent Corporation in the same building. 
The National Patent Corporation passes 
on the legality of patents and enters into 
contract with those owning patents guar- 
anteeing that they are valid. The Chi- 
cago Lloyds assumes the legal liability 
of what might be called the opinions 
rendered to the National Patent Corpo- 
ration on which it bases its guarantees. 
This is patent insurance. It indemnifies 
the owner of a patent against claim, suit, 
etc. This is the only company that we 
know of that is writing this form of 
contract.

Single Residence Rate 





The Boiler & Machinery Conference 
has revised its definition of single resi- 
dences to permit boilers in two family 
and three family houses, where each 
family has a separate system of heating 
and plumbing equipment, ta be insured 
at the rate for boilers in single resi- 
dences. Two family hauses of the de- 
tached type, with living quarters divided 
vertically, were always classed as sin- 
gle residences, and this change permits 
two and three family houses in which 
separate floors are occupied by the dif- 
ferent families to receive the same treat- 
ment. Houses in which the same heat- 





ing or plumbing equipment serves two 
or more of the apartments are still in- 
eligible. 

Use and occupancy rates in connection 
with power plant insurance have been 
changed, requiring turbines used in con- 
nection with steam engines or compres- 
sors to take a separate premium. Pre- 
viously machines and connected turbines 
were insured for one premium. The 
present trend in power plants has been 
to operate turbines in series rather than 
parallel with steam engines as in the 
past and experience has been unsatisfac- 
tory in the past few years.

Municipalities May Not Insure Where 
“Membership” Involved—New Law 
on Mutuals 








COLUMBUS, O.—The attorney gen- 
eral in an opinion holds that a political 
sub-division may not purchase mutual 
insurance where a membership in an 
organization is involved. This will af- 
fect the insurance of a number of boards 
of education and similar organizations. 
The attorney-general holds that “a po- 
litical sub-division is not authorized to 
ay a membership fee or become a 
shareholder in a mutual insurance com- 
pany.” A_ political subdivision may, 
however, become a member of and in- 
sure in a mutual where the loss is cov- 
ered by assessment. 

The new Ohio law which raises from 
$10,000 to $50,000 the admitted assets 
requirement of mutuals has gone into 
effect. Several new mutuals sought li- 
censes before the law became effective 
as it does not apply to old companies. 
Licenses have been granted the May- 
flower Mutual of Columbus, the Com- 
munity Mutual of Coldwater and the 
Mohawk Mutual of Portsmouth. The 
Mayflower will specialize in fire and 
automobile insurance. J. C. Reese is 
president, H. W. Grover, vice-president 
and manager and Miss M. M. Gilfillin, 
secretary-treasurer. Offices are at 1208 
North High street. The representative 
of the Mohawk of Portsmouth is Cal- 
vin Clarke, who was one of the incor- 
porators.

Wants Agents Well Informed 


W. J. Kulp, Manager Mountain States 
Inspection Bureau Gives Talk Before 
Wyoming Local Agents 








Walter J. Kulp of Denver, manager 
Mountain States Inspection Bureau, in 
his talk before the annual convention of 
the Wyoming Association of Insurance 
Agents at Sheridan, took the position 
that an agent should always be in the 
position where his clients gain the im- 
pression that he can defend his calling 
intelligently and explain any questions 
in the buyer’s mind. The agent, he said, 
should let his policyholders know that 
he is complying with the best. estab- 
lished practices and be in a position to 
tell anyone why they have been estab- 
lished. 

The agent, he said, should be familiar 
with adjustment: procedure. It is always 
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unwise, he said, to leave an impression 
that an agent is ignorant regarding that 
phase of his business. Likewise, he 
averred, if the agent does not have a 
rough knowledge of the methods em- 
ployed in determining basis rates and 
the manner in which individual rates are 
made, he can with little effort become 
well enough informed to explain this 
matter. One does not have to be an 
expert adjuster or rater to convince a 
policyholder that there is a sound, or- 
derly method of rating or loss adjusting. 
Agents, he declared, should endeavor to 
have a sympathetic understanding with 
the problems and viewpoint of the ex- 
ecutives and the company organizations.

Has Faith in New Law 


Mr. Bakes has faith in the state’s new 
agents’ qualification law. He said that 
the situation in regard to the violations 
of insurance law by agents has improved 
probably 50 percent in the past few 
years. “We have a new law, which has 
just became effective,’ he said, “and as 
a result of this measure I believe we 
will have a better class of agents. I 
think the ald Biblical maxim, ‘Many are 
called but few are chosen,’ applies to 
insurance agents.” Mr. Bakes believes 
far too many people enter the insurance 
agency field without the necessary quali- 
fications to advise their patrons. “It is 
surprising,” he said, “what a large num- 
ber of licensed agents there are wha 
are not qualified to take care of the 
business of their clients.” He intimated 
that when the time comes to consider 
renewal licenses there may be quite a 
lot of cancellations. 

He has just put out a new question- 
naire-affidavit form, which must be 
filled out by all applicants for licenses, 
and a set of 100 questions each on fire 
and casualty insurance on which the ex- 
amination of agents will be based.

Premium Financing Aids in 
Selling Broader Coverage

pay a premium easily. Likewise, they 
frequently do not know whether the 
present trend of a client’s business makes 
additional working capital very valuable, 
Many cases have been discovered where 
free money is so important to well estab- 
lished firms, with unquestioned financial 
rating and credit, that they do not take 
their trade discounts. To such firms, 
the conservation of working capital js 
just as important as it is to firms which 
are really hard pressed and ia pay 
a heavy premium in a lump sum. Like- 
wise, many individuals who ordinarily 
pay cash on their personal purchases are 
using the finance plan because their 
attitude toward installment purchases 
has been altered by present day mer- 
chandising trends and they have found 
it more convenient to budget their ex- 
penses, 

The present insurance premium finan- 
cing plans are on a 6 percent interest 
basis, with interest on the unpaid bal- 
ance only, whereas nearly all other 
finance plans are figured on the basis of 
6 percent discount, which amounts to 
about 12 percent interest. Thus, the in- 
surance agent can offer his customers 
financing at about half the cost of that 
offered by automobile and other dealers, 


Field for Financing 


Mr. Hemingway pointed out that few 
people realize the importance of install- 
ment selling in this country until they 
examine the record. 65 percent of all 
automobiles, 85 percent of all electric 
refrigerators and 75 percent of all radios 
sold during the past year were financed, 
The activities of the Federal Housing 
Administration have educated the public 
to financing the building and renovation 
of homes on a modern basis to such an 
extent that, although this phase of gov- 
ernmental activity has been discontinued, 
builders and dealers in building mate- 
rials have been induced to offer install- 
ment plans, largely because the public 
still demands such terms. 

Premium financing has reduced sharply 
in cost because of the excellent record 
of assured in making payments. Over 
a period of years, the total number of 
accounts financed by one company 
showed cancellations for default of less 
than 1 percent. 


To Continue Present System 
of Publication in Illinois 


In response to inquiries, the Illinois 
department advises that it intends to 
continue the publication of companies’ 
statements in Springfield and Chicago 
papers. The old law specifically re- 
quired publication in this wise. Para- 
graph 3, section 136 of the new Illinois 
insurance code gives the department 
discretionary powers in this connection, 
but the department announces that it 
intends to follow the old course. 

The paragraph reads: 

“For the information of the public 
generally the director shall cause an ab- 
stract of the information contained in 
the annual statement to be made avail- 
able to the public as soon as practicable 
after filing with the department, by 
printing such abstracts in pamphlet 
tabular form for free general distribution 
by the department, or by such other 
publication in the city of Springfield or 
the city of Chicago as may be reason- 
ably necessary more fully to inform the 
public of the financial condition of com- 
panies transacting business in this state.”
